Claims 1-54 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach in combination with the other limitations of the independent claims, the 
combination of a mixer downstream of the low pressure turbine section in fluid 
communication with the fan bypass duct, and an aft FLADE fan. 

Note: 1) "aft" was interpreted "at the rear of the engine"; 2) the definition of 
FLADE, i.e., fan on blade, is given in the specification, p. 1, II. 19-25, and in the 
references cited on Applicant's IDS; 3) the aft "FLADE" fan is distinct from the front 
engine's fan.
